The  Bureau  of  Land  Management 

The  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  an  agency  with- 
in the  Department  of  the  Interior,  is  responsible  for 
managing  272  million  acres  of  public  lands  and 
resources  for  multiple  use  —  a  combination  of  ways 
that  best  serves  the  needs  of  the  American  people. 

The  public  lands  administered  by  BLM  range  from 
saguaro-cactus  desert  to  Douglas-fir  forest,  and 
from  rolling  range  land  to  Arctic  tundra.  Overall, 
they  comprise  about  one-eighth  of  our  nation's 
land  area  and  are  located  primarily  in  the  West. 


What  Do  BLM  Volunteers  Do? 

Opportunities  are  as  varied  as  volunteers  them- 
selves. Examples  of  volunteer  opportunities  with 
BLM  are  listed  below. 

Fish  and  Wildlife:   Install  habitat  improvements 
such  as  rainwater  "guzzler"  catchments  for  deer, 
desert  big-horn  sheep,  quail,  and  other  species. 
Improve  streams  to  increase  salmon  and  trout 
production.  Assist  in  monitoring,  protecting,  and 
restoring  important  wildlife  habitats,  plant  communi- 
ties, and  ecosystems. 

Recreation:  Serve  as  a  river  ranger  and  assist 
canoeists  and  rafters  on  Wild  and  Scenic  Rivers. 
Serve  as  a  campground  host.  Lead  hikes  and  tours, 
and  provide  information  to  public  lands  visitors. 


Plan,  build,  and  maintain  recreational  trails  and 
other  outdoor  recreation  facilities.  Assist  with  cave 
exploration  and  mapping. 

Range  Management  and  Forestry. 

Plant  trees  and  shrubs  in  fire-damaged  or  eroded 
areas.  Assist  on  range  improvements,  timber  sales, 
and  scientific  research  projects.  Thin  tree  seedlings 
and  sapling  stands.  Conduct  fire  pre-  vention 
projects. 

Energy  and  Minerals:  update  mineral  survey 
maps  and  computer  data  base  systems.  Take  part 
in  geological  surveys  and  fossil  excavations.  Assist 
geologists,  petroleum  engineers  and  leasing  spe- 
cialists. 


Archaeology  and  History.  Locate,  map,  and 
record  the  designs  of  ancient  petroglyphs.  Assist  in 
discovering,  restoring  and  protecting  historic  areas 
and  prehistoric  sites  and  artifacts  and  explain  them 
to  visitors.  Conduct  research  on  the  history  and 
pre-history  of  the  American  West. 

Watersheds:    Assist  BLM  professonals  in  soil  and 
water  conservation  projects.  Plant  vegetation  and 
erect  fencing  to  protect  riparian  (stream  or  lake 
edge)  zones  and  reduce  erosionand  pollution. 

Administrative  Support  Operate  automated 
word-processing  programs,  computers  and  other 
office  equipment.  Drive  vehicles.  Answer  public  in- 
quiries over  the  phone  and  in  person.  Supervise 
other  volunteers. 

Public  Information:  Write,  edit  or  take  photo- 
graphs for  publications.  Answer  questions  and 
conduct  orientation  sessions  for  visitors.  Produce 
graphic-arts  work  and  video  tapes.  Assist  the  public 
in  using  BLM's  200  years  of  land  records  for  historical 
and  genealogical  research. 

Wilderness:   Assist  with  monitoring  of  wilderness 
study  areas  and  preparing  management  plans  for 
designated  wilderness  areas.  Teach  low-impact 
camping  techniques. 


Wild  Horses  and  Burros:  Assist  with  citizen 
adoption  of  these  animals  and  with  their  feeding 
pending  adoption.  Answer  public  inquiries.  Show 
trained  horses  or  burros  at  county  fairs  and  horse 
shows. 

Engineering  and  Surveying:  Assist  in  construct- 
ing and  maintaining  facilities,  signs,  roads,  and  trail- 
heads.  Aid  engineers  in  drafting  plans.  Work  as  a 
member  of  a  cadastral  survey  crew. 

Data  Management:  Assist  in  operating  BLM's 
Land  Information  System,  a  new  computerized  geo- 
graphic-based system  for  storing  and  processing 
information  about  an  area's  natural  and  historic  re- 
sources. 

Planning:  Assist  in  computerizing  information  for 
BLM's  resource  management  plans,  identifying 
areas  of  critical  environmental  concern,  and  devel- 
oping information  to  aid  public  participation. 

Volunteer  Schedules  and  Benefits 

Volunteers  can  work  individually  or  as  part  of  a 
group.  Some  volunteers  work  on  one-time  or  short- 
term  projects,  while  others  serve  under  longer  term 
agreements.  Most  BLM  volunteers  serve  part-time, 
such  as  on  weekends  or  during  a  certain  season. 

BLM  volunteers  have  the  same  benefits  as  Federal 
government  employees  for  compensation  for  work- 
related  injuries  and  tort  claims  protection.  Although 
volunteers  contribute  their  services  without  pay, 
they  may  deduct  out-of-pocket  expenses  on  in- 


come tax  returns  within  the  limits  set  by  tax  laws. 
Deductions  can  include  car  mileage,  meals  and 
lodging  expenses  incurred  as  a  result  of  volunteer 
work. 

Volunteers  are  selected  without  regard  to  gen- 
der, race,  age,  or  handicap.  Those  under  18, 
however,  usually  serve  as  a  member  of  a  group, 
and  must  have  written  consent  of  a  parent  or 
guardian. 


Group  Partnership  Opportunities 

If  you're  a  member  of  an  organized  group  —  such 
as  a  community  service  club,  an  outdoor  organi- 
zation, or  a  youth  or  school  group  —BLM  represen- 
tatives will  work  with  your  group  to  identify  or 
design  a  cooperative  volunteer  "partnership" 
project  that  your  group's  members  can  work  on 
together. 

Many  volunteer  groups  serve  as  partners  with  BLM, 
for  example,  by  looking  after  and  protecting  a 


stretch  of  a  favorite  stream,  a  treasured  wildlife 
habitat  area  or  a  prehistoric  site,  or  by  "adopting" 
a  particular  trail  or  campsite  and  maintaining  it. 

BLM  representatives  will  also  work  with  groups  on 
projects  that  include  educating  volunteers  in 
subjects  such  as  natural  resources,  history,  archae- 
ology, or  environmental  management,  as  well  as 
teaching  work  skills.
